W ashington. M arch 18.—T he ex tra 
session of congress called by P re sid e n t 
W ilson to assem ble April 7 will begin 
with nothing but the tariff revision 
bills before It. 
T h is fact was m ade 
c lea r In a sta tem en t by R ep resen ta­ 
tive Oscar W. Underwood, chairm an 
o f the house com m ittee on ways and 
m eans. 
Until tariff legislation is well 
under way in the houso no gonoral 
com m ittees will be nam ed and no o th ­ 
er legislative subjects will be taken 
up. 


T he presid en t spec!lied no subject 
for th e ex tra session In his proclam a­ 
tion, but It Is fully understood th a t his 
m essage to con gress at its opening 
will dwell upon the need of tariff re­ 
vision. 
lf currency. Philippine inde­ 
pendence, A laskan affairs, woman suf­ 
frage o r o th er pressing Questions are 
forced upou the atten tio n of congress 
it will be only after th e D em ocratic i 
leaders of the tw o houses and th e 
p resid en t are convinced th a t the suc­ 
cess of tariff revision Is assured. 


D iscuss Income Tax Plan. 


T he D em ocrats 
of th e 
ways and 
mean*- co m m ittee have begun a re­ 
vision of the intricacies of custom s en­ 
forcem ent In the ad m in istrative sec­ 
tion* of tho tariff and inform ally dis­ 
cussed the income tax plan in a gen­ 
eral way w ithout attem p tin g to r* ach 
a decision as to th at new revenue 
raising schem e designed to add per­ 
haps $100,0<K),000 to tile tre asu ry funds. 
W hile the incom e tax d etails hinge 
upon the final estim ate of th e probable 
rev enue from the fourteen schedules 
th e disposition of th e com m ittee m a­ 
jority is to Inaugurate tho system with 
probably a I per cent tax on a m ini­ 
m um of |5,000 annual income. 
T he big fight pending now is the al­ 
ways controversial schedule K. the big 
wool schedule on which a final vote is 
likely w ithin th ree or four days. 
T he 
advocates of free raw wool In the com ­ 
m ittee have counted upon winning in 
th e end. regardless of w hat the prob­ 
able a ttitu d e of the senate m ight bo. 
T h e m ajority already has settled upon 
free raw cotton and upon sharp reduc­ 
tions in th e cheaper grades of textile 
m anufactures. 
T he revision plan as settled upon 
contem plates substantially the princi­ 
pal provisions of th e D em ocratic revi­ 
sion bills th at w ere put through both 
houses du ring th e last congress.

Madison, W ls., March 18.— In a m es­ 
sage seat to the W isconsin legisla­ 
ture Governor McGovern recom m ends 
the passage of a bill creating a state 
market com m ission to enable farm ers 
to sell their products to better advan­ 
tage and at the sam e tim e low er the 
coot to the consum er. 
Accom panying the m eesago w as a 
hill drafted by the governor w hich he 
des!rec enacted Into law. 
The measure was subm itted to the 
legislature 
because of the insistent 
demand from the rural com m unities 
of the state for assistance in organis­ 
ing and establishing co-operative en­ 
terprise# to protect the farm er against 
unfair business practices and m eth­ 
ods of 
com petition 
The 
bill 
also 
seeks to im prove conditions surround­ 
ing home life In the country and pre­ 
vent the constantly Increasing Influx 
of persons from the rural com m uni­ 
ties to the cities. 
The proposed law creates a state 
m arket com m ission com posed of the 
dairy and food com m issioners as ex- 
offlelo members, and two other mem­ 
bers to be appointed by the governor.

It Is not to bo expected th a t a new 
Dem ocratic adm inistration should be­ 
gin w ithout som e friction; th a t the 
D em ocrats could ta k e entire control of 
the governm ent and sail aw ay w ith 
the ship of state w ithout encountering 
here an d there a squall and perhaps a 
storm of som e m agnitude. 
And so the

Company P lant

The entire council was present at 
Monday night's session and President 
of the Council C. B. Rowley presided. 
The most important business of the 
meeting was the proposition to light 
Brainerd and made by M. D. Stoner, 
president of the Ouy una Range Pow- 
ei company . 
Mr. Stoner did not talk 
very much. 
He stands on the record 
of tilings projected and accomplished 
by his company which is now suc­ 
cessfully lighting almost the entire 
Cuy una iron range. 
He introduced 
in writing the following offer: 
“ In regard to y our electric light 
service in this city , I wish to say 
th a t the Cuy una Range Power Com­ 
pany has recently obtained an op­ 
tion to purchase the present To It.;, 
Engineering Company 's plant, con­ 
tingent upon the fact th a t we get a 
raise in price sufficient to warrant 
first class service and the m ainta in­ 
ing of the present lighting plant as 
at aux iliary to our water power plant. 
“ We would take an assignment of 
the old contract, properly amended; 
or enter into a new one, as may seem 
most advisable. 
“ The present consumption of cur­ 
rent, provided there had been an a m ­ 
ple and satisfactory supply , would 
Lave been fully one million kilowatt 
hours per y ear, with a Held for a 
prompt Increase of at least 25 per 
cent. 
“ Therefore, we wish to submit the 
following proposition: 
“ We will purchase the present 
plant and maintain same as an aux 
iliary in y our city , provided y ou grant 
us a price of 2 and 3-1 cents per kil­ 
owatt for th e Hrst million kilowatt 
hours per y ear, and 2 cents for all 
c ur r e nt in ex cess of th at am ount.’’ 
In speaking to the council and 
and 
being further q uestioned, Mr. 
Stoner said he would make a rate of 
1 and 
% cents for pumping. 
The 
city , th ought Mr. Stoner, even at the 
rates given by him, would not have to 
Increase the retail rote of 6 and 
y* 
cents per kilowatt. 
His option on the 
plant ex pired on May l. 
Mr. Stoner 
believed that his proposition would 
clear up the lighting atmosphere in 
Brainerd. 
There was used in Brain­ 
erd last y ear 7 64,137 kilowatts. 
It 
would not take long to develop over 
1,000,000 kilowatts of business in 
the city . 
On motion it was decided to take 
up the consideration of the Stoner 
proposition at a joint meeting of the 
council and the 
w a te r and 
light 
board on Saturday evening, March 22, 
such meeting to be an adjourned meet­ 
ing on the part of the council.

letter to the city clerk stated th at he 
v as soon coming to Brainerd and 
would be present at a council meet­ 
ing. 
The proposed city hall site on lots 
22, 23 and 24, block 45, at the no rth ­ 
east corner of Laurel and South Fifth 
streets, was the cause of much debate. 
C'ty Attorney M. E. Ry an presented 
an opinion to the effect th a t there 
was unpaid about $1,000 in tax es on 
the property . Alderman Webb moved 
to refer the m atter back to Mr. Ry an 
to have th e title cured. 
There was 
then introduced a resolution to p ur­ 
chase the lots,such resolution con­ 
taining the proviso th a t a good title 
should be furnished.

President Rowley Buid the council 
had advertised for city hall sites three 
times w ithin the last 12 y ears. 
Members of the Trades & Labor 
committee were also heard protest­ 
ing against the selection of the site. 
Alderman 
Henning 
offered 
an 
am endment to the resolution to defer 
tHe purchase of the site until the m a t ­ 
ter could be submitted to the voters 
for their approval. 
George H, Gardner, agent for the 
property , stated th a t the $1,5 00 p ur ­ 
chase money would go back to the 
city in the shape of tax es. 
In fact 
$1,600 would be paid into the treas­ 
ury . 
Eventually the resolution as well 
as the amendment were withdrawn 
and m atters rested where the Webb 
motion had referred th ings to City 
Attorney Ry an to cure defects of 
title. 
The Commercial club submitted a 
communication regarding the water 
si. pply of the city and the steps which 
should be taken now to provide a 
p ermanent supply of pure water eith­ 
er lrom springs or from shallow’ wells 
provided with a filtration plant near 
the river. 
Whatever was done should 
be done soon before mining in the 
city limits curtailed the supply of 
V'ater in Brainerd. 
The communi­ 
cation was placed on file. 
Alderman P. G, 
Fogelstrom 
and 
Street Commissioner Win. Barron had 
a verbal tilt on Hushing catch basins 
and each outlined his stand in the 
matter.
